Courthouse Artwork Okayed

The G^eral Services Administration has given the go- 
ahead to Washington artist Jim Sanborn to undertake his 
proposal for outdoor art work at the new Federal Court¬ 
house in Greenbelt. Sanborn had been selected a year ago 
from a group of 13 artists interested in creating the art 
work under the Federal Art-in-Architecture Program. 

'Sanborn will cite his work on 


a rectangular '»rea located be¬ 
tween the main entrance to the 
courthouse and the parking ga¬ 
rage. The road to the garage 
borders one side and the side¬ 
walk between the garage and 
the main entrance borders the 
other. Since the architecture of 
the building and surrounding 
landscape is formal, Sanborn 
proposed creating a more casual 
site offering visitors and build¬ 
ing inhabitants a pl^e for (ref¬ 
uge,) respite and rumination. 
Sanborn calls his work “a land¬ 
scaping and also a sculptural 
plan.” 

Grassy Mound 

Anyone approaching the site 
on the entrance drive will see 
a grassy, treed mound with a 
low, stone wall facing toward 
the entrance road. Located in 
the center of the wall will be 
a waterfall flowing into a small 
pool. Seating areas both above 
and below the wall will be par¬ 
tially secluded behind ornamen¬ 
tal grasses. Other trees and 
shrubs will landscape this area. 

A serpentine walk, constructed 


of hard packed gravel and 
edged with steel, will lead from 
the entrance plaza to the north¬ 
ern end of the site its highest 
point The sidewalk will circle a 
cylinder of thin copper sheeting. 
Trees will ring the sidewalk. Us¬ 
ing a high compression water 
jet, approximately 2,500 letters 
and symbols will be cut into the 
cylindrical sheeting. If funds 
permit, there may also be bands 
of copper with perforated char¬ 
acters between the layers of 
stone in the waterfall. 

In the daytime, the whole area 
around the cylinder will seem 
to move as daylight streams 
through the perforations of the 
metal casting shapes of <the let¬ 
ters and symbols upon the 
ground. At night, will be even 
more dramatic when a 150-watt 
metal halite light placed in the 
center of the sculpture’s base 
projects the characters upon the 
trees and buildings. 

Symbolism 

Th entire area is intendedi to 
be symbolical, particularly rep¬ 
resenting the recent archeologi¬ 
cal findings at the site. These 
establish that in 9000 B.C. a 
Paleo-Indian culture inhabited 
the area, using the land as a 


quarry for creating projectile 
points. Six hundred shards of 
pottery and other items, includ¬ 
ing 27 projectile points, were 
retrieved from the site. 

Sanborn also notes that the 
resulting system of government 
in the United States is based 
in part on the Iroquois model 
and that Benjamin Franklin 
consulted with the Iroquois to 
gain insight into their legal and 
governmental system while de¬ 
veloping the U.S. Constitution. 

Native American culture is 
represented in the serpentine 
walkway and the rounded plateau 
shape of the area both reminis¬ 
cent of mound building. Because 
Cherokee and Algonquin lan¬ 
guages were common systems 
of communication at the time 
of the group’s first contact with 
Europeans, the characters from 
these languages will be engraved 
into the metal cylinder. There 
will also be images such as the 
projectile points in both ancient 
and modern shape. 

According to Sanborn, the 
most time^onsuming aspects of 
this commission will be develop¬ 
ing the cylinder’s symibolic text 
and subsequently scanning each 
individual letter and symbol into 
a computer system. He believes 
that the whole process could take 
up to one year 

Art Panel 

As part of the selection pro¬ 
cess for the Art-in-Architecture 
Program, the General Services 
Administration appointed an ad¬ 
visory panel consisting of art 
professionals and community rep¬ 
resentatives to provide recom¬ 
mendations throughout the com¬ 
missioning process.

I cannot biilieve it happened 
to me, but it did. On November 
9 I had just finished some busi¬ 
ness with my part time job at 
University Blvd. and Rig^ Road, 
when I deicided to go for lunch 
nearby. I was in the restaurant 
for approximately 25 minutes. 
When I came out, my car 
wouldn’t start. I tried twice to 
start it, when, within two min- 
ues this guy appears on the 
scene in a BP uniform, asking 
if I would like help. Thinking 
that he was legitimate, I agreed. 
*He said that the ‘‘electrical 
black box” would have to be 
replaced, and would take about 
a half-hour, so I decided to go 
across the street and call my 
office. When I got back, the car 
was fixed, which took less than 
three minutes instead of one- 
half hour. I asked this man to 
show me the box the part came 
in, and he started to get aggres¬ 
sive, saying if we have to go 
to the station it would cost $(15 
diagnostic fee, plus $95 for the 
part. 

Then before I knew it he was 
in my car. He must have opene 1 
the passenger side of the oar 
when I was making the phone 
call. He said, “I want my money” 
and quoted me a price of $87 for 
the part and ^20 labor. I said I 
would give him a check, and he 
said, don’t accept checks”. 
Then he said there is an ATM 
machine down the street. We 
went there, and it was not 
working. (We tried two other 
ATMs before trying an ATM 
that worked.) He kept on saying 
through this that he was going 
to be late for work. 

Later that day I checked with 
the BP station- and the owners 
said they had no one working 
there with that description. He 
wore a green-blue, BP costume 
with matching scarf, was a white 
male, about 5’5” tall, weighing 
around 150 lbs. with brown hair, 
between the age of 37-40. 

Hindsight, I am still angry 
at myself for panicking, and not 
using my head, and calling AAA* 
In talking with professionals and 
the police, they said I was lucky 
that I w^asn’t killed or cleaned 
out of my money in my account. 
My “helper” was a slick, aggres- 
:uve operator that knew how to 
intimidate a lone female—appear¬ 
ing on the scene quickly, stating 
it would cost more to go to the 
station, demanding cash, getting 
quickly into the passenger side 
of the car. 

I conjectured that I was a 
sitting duck and that somehow 
when I was in the restaurant 
this guy had done something to 
my car. I found out later that 
the black box was part of the 
carburetor, which, if it is dis¬ 
lodged, the car will not start.

Justify Need 

W« members of the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., housing co-op are 
suimmoned to a special memlber- 
ship meeting on December 5. to 
act on a petition urging us to 
“Just Say No!” to increases in 
our monthly payments to GHI. 

I offer these points to consider: 

® It takes about a $20,090 in¬ 
crease or decrease in GHI’s total 
budget to add or subtract $1.00 
per month from any member’s 
payments, on average: 

® The petitioners complain that 
the GHI Board proposed no cuts 
in personnel costs and state that 
this is a “likely place” for cuts. 
I think it behooves the petitioners 
to make specific proposals where 
to cut personnel costs, are we to 
cut specific persons’ salaries (by 
how much), and/or are we to fire 
specfi'c persons altogether (at 
what cost in lost services to 
members or what increased work¬ 
loads for other employees) ? 

• I do believe that the GHI 
membership has the right to or¬ 
der the board to increase or de¬ 
crease the budget, and the obli¬ 
gation to be rather specific as to 
how that is to be done and to be 
careful not to harm either GHI 
as an entity or individual GHI 
members whose dwellings and in¬ 
vestments could be jeopardized 
by wrong cuts. I think also that 
that obligation extends to how we 
treat our employees. If there are 
specific programs GHI is embark¬ 
ing on, or has already going on. 
that a majority of the members 
wish to decrease or eliminate and 
that are not legally required or 
vital, of course the membership 
has the right to do that. 

• The petitioners’ second mo¬ 
tion. that the “members assert 
their right to approve or disap¬ 
prove the annual budget at spe¬ 
cial membership meetings” is not 
clear to me as to its intent. If it 
is intended as an amendment to 
the Bylaws, they should have 
laiil so and drafted it that way. 
and it would require the requi¬ 
site extraordinary majority. If 
it is intended that a special mem¬ 
bership meeting for this purpose 
be held every year to ratify or 
amend each year’s buget. this is 
really much, much, much! Can the 
membership really do this sort of 
thing and know w'hat it is doing? 
Why should GHI members run 
for, and accept board positions 
and responsibilities, and spend 
much time studying, debating and 
adopting budgets, if each year 
these budgets are merely going 
fo be proposals to a special mem¬ 
bership meeting to pull apart and 
cut? (I asisume we’re never likely 
to increase our own monthly 
payments at such meetings.) 

• The principle, that GHI 
members can make the Board jus¬ 
tify bu/gets aicd/or budget in- 
creasc.s (or decreases), is a good 
cr.e and the exercise of this right 
when specific facts warrant it is 
fine. The petitioners need to jus¬ 
tify that this is such an occa¬ 
sion.

first, held in August 1991, the 
scope of the building project was 
presented to the planel. 

In November 1991, the 
panel considered the work of 139 
artists, narrowed the field to a 
workable numiber, looked at 
slides cf their work and discussed 
the merits of each artist. Finally 
they recommended eight artists, 
with Sanborn as the panel’s pref¬ 
erence- The panel’s last meet¬ 
ing was held in August at San¬ 
born’s studio, where he presented 
a scale mode! of his proposed 
work. 

Other Works 

Sanborn has previously worked 
with the GSA. In 1989 he com¬ 
pleted three sculptured areas for 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) in Langley, Virginia. For 
these, he used coded messages 
ranging from the simple Morse 
Code to his own complex secret 


code. Sanborn revealed the text 
of the code only to the former 
ODA Director, now dead. 

While at the OOOA, Sanborn ob¬ 
served the large volume of shred¬ 
ded secret documents. He has 
used this paper pulp in a media 
similar to paper-mache to make 
sculptures on which he has in¬ 
scribed other coded messages, 
some in Arabic and Russian. The 
artist also has created a sculp¬ 
ture from three-^by-six-inch thin 
copper screens photoetched with 
thousands of letters with text 
taken from KGB documents. 

In 1992 Sanborn provided an 
installation for the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art entitled Covert 
Obsolescence. This summer he 
had an exhibit entitled Secrets 
Passed at the Orlando Museum 
of Art. He has particijiated in 
exhibits since 1973 and has been 
the recipient of many awards.
